On Sunday Novertb^r ?!,, 1963 at lltl5 an Captain Filt«, U. R. E. Swaln, 
n.t. J. p. l,„,n,, net. l. c. Orava a«3 My«,lf „corted Oswald fro» Captain 
FrlU.s office to the Jail el„,t„r. Det. Leavelle had been handcuffed to 
Oswald. Patrolman C. 0. Levl», Jr.. „aa the elevator operator aa w, carried 
O^ald down fron, the 3rd floor of the city hall to the hase-nent. When ve got 
off of the elevator in the basement. U. R. K. iwain walked out in front of 
Captain Fritz. Det. Welle waa to O^ald-, ri^ht and Det. Cravea vaa to 
Oawald.a left, and I was in tack of Oawald ateut three feet a, we approached 
the door leading from the baaenent and Jail office. Captain Fritz told ua to 
stop, t^at he waa going to check mo n»re tine. The captain aaid. "All right, 
co.e on." We valked out of the door leading tro^ the haae^ent Jail office to 
the ra»p v^ere the cara cane down into the baaen»nt. We had to stop approximately 
five feet from the driveway of the ra,„p because the car was not in posiUon. 
When we stopped I saw a blur of something and heard a *ot. I vent around 
ret. Or^ves and grabbed Jack Ruby by the head. At the tl™e I grabbed Ruly by 
the head he waa being held by VJ. J. Harriaon. T. D. KdUllon. R. L. Lovery and 
W. J. Cutshaw. We forced Ruby to the ground and a check was ™d. for the 
weapon. Ve then »oved Ruby into the baae-ent Jail office a«3 put hl« back on 
the floor being held down by the aa«e offlcera. While being held do«, on the 
floor of the basement jail office. Ruby said, -I hope I killed the son-of-a- 
Htch." I asked Chief Eatchelor if we had better get Ruby on the elevator 
and get him up into the Jail. Chief Batchelor said yea. and Ruby was taken to 
the elevator. I then vent to where Oswald waa lying on the Jail office floor. 
A doctor was applying artificial respiration. The ambulance people arrived 
and loaded "awald on the cot, and I went with the cot to the aabulanc. 
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I 111611 joined Captain Frlti, Detective E. H. Back ir& C. V*. Brown in their 
car anJ went with them to Parkland Memorial Hospital, 5201 Harry Hinee Blvd. 
Dpon our arrival at the hospital I wna told by Captain Frlta to guard tha eaet 
end of the hall of the Knergency Hoom. Oswald was taken to the operating 
room and I thnn novnd up to th« firat floor aialn entrano* to help maintain 
security. I was then relieved and returned to the outside entrance of the Ener- 
f!encT Room where I joined Captain Fritz and Det. R. Beck, and we all three 
returned to the city hsll to our office. I answered the telephone and stood 
hy for further orders. At 3'25 pm on Simday Novemher 1963 Pets. E. L. Boyd, 
M. 0. Hall and myself were told by Captain Fritz to get Buty out of jail and 
bring Ruby to Captain Fritz's office. We checked Ruby out of the jail and 
brought him to Captain Fritz's office. 

I then answered the telephone and stood by for further orders. I was told 
by Lt. Wells to interview a Bill CeHar (stage name) true name, William Delano 
Crowe, Jr. I interviewed this person and found him to be the master of 
ceremonies at the Carousel Club. The over-all content of the interview was 
the fact that this person was broke and that Ruby was supposed to pay him. He 
did also state that be thought Oswald was in the Carousel Club on Hovember 20, 
1963-Vedneaday. Do^ar said ho could not be definite about this but he felt it 
was Oswald. This person was released without an affidavit taken. I then stood 
by for further orders and answered the telephone. 

At 10:30 pm Sunday, November 2li, I963 I was told by Captain Fritz to go home 
and return at 8tOO am NovBiber 2S» 1963. 
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
